46. (New Claim) The program product ofclaim 30, wherein the intelligent agent 
is configxired to conduct negotiations in an electronic commerce application, and wherein 
the domain knowledge for each of the plurality of program modules is related to the 
autonomy delegated thereto. 

47. (New Claim) The program product of claim 46, wherein the plurality of 
program modxiles includes a semi-autonomous program module, a fully-autonomous 
program module, and a fully-dependent program module. 

48. (New Claim) The program product of claim 46, wherein the objective criteria 
includes a risk that a dispatched agent is subjected to in negotiations. -
